WASHINGTON — Even while praising- 
Chinese cooperation, the Clinton adminis- 
tration vowed Monday to seek international 
economic penahies against North Korea if 
it fails to open su.spect nuclear fucilitic.s to 
inspection. 

In the meantime, though, U.S. officials 
arc hopeful that nugoiiation.s with North 
Korea will pay off with a pledge to declare 
the Korean peninsula a nuclear-free zone, 

La.st week, however, the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency was reported to have con- 
cluded North Korea already may have one 
or two nuclear bombs. 

The Clinton administration has engaged 
China's help in trying to persuade North 
Korea to permit International Atomic Ener- 
gy Agency inspectors to visit the suspect 
sites. At the same time, the Chinese gov- 
ernment again has registered its opposition 
to cconomic-sanctions against North Korea 
through the U.N. Security Council. 


A Stale Department spokesman. David 
Johnson, said ■•basically there is nothing 
new or different” about China's attitude. 
And, he said. "China ha.s pliiyed a eoiislnic- 
live role in the elTons to persuade North 
Korea to clear up doiihls abotii its nuclear 
intentions.” 

He said that there is no disugrccmcni 
with iJeijing that negotiaiions arc the best 
way to seek u suluiiun, and that the Clinton 
administration would keep working with 
China to persuade North Korea to give 
way. 

However, Johnson said, reading from a 
prepared .siatumeni, "us we have said be- 
fore. if the U.S.-North Korea dialogue fails 
wc have no elioicc bin to return the issue to 
the Security. Council, if that becomes nec- 
essary." 

China could block sanctions in the coun- 
cil by exercising its veto. Beijing has tradi- 
tionally been reluctant to impose sanctions, 
but it has .Tbsiained in other .situations in 
the past, permitting the council to proceed. 


Nuclear talks making progress

SEOUL, South Korea — Significant 
prograss has been made in talks between 
the United States and North Korea on 
easing tensions on the Korean puniasuln, 
South Korea’s foreign minister said 
Monday, 

But Hun Sung-joo said it was unclear 
whether the progress would be enough 
to resolve the dispute over the Commu- 
nist North's refusal to accept interna- 
tional inspections of its nuclear facili- 
ties. 

“1 would sny the chances of resolving 
the nuclear problem are 51 to 49," Him 
told reportcrii. 

North Korea’s refusal to allow inspec- 
tions increased fears in the region that 


(he hard-line Marxist stale was trying to 
build nuclear weapon.s. North Korea de- 
nied having -an atomic weapons pro- 
gram. 

The United States and .North Korea 
held talks in New York last week on re- 
solving the nuclear tensions, 

"The differences in the U.S. and 
North Korean positions are not enough 
to cause a deadlock in the negotiations," 
Hun said. "The situation is a lot brighter 
now than it was one or two months 
ago," 

But he said tough negoiiaiions re- 
'mained over terms -for Nortli Korea to 
accept full inspections.

Twin births to woman, 59, spark ethics questions

LONDON — A 59-yciir-old 
British woman, who was artificially 
impregnated with eggs from a 
youiigcr woman, gave birth to twins 
on Christmas Day. becoming the old- 
est woman on record to have a child.- 

The birth, hovyever, did not result 
in public tidings of joy, but criticism 
from some members of the medical 
community who question the ethics 
of test-tube pregnancies among older 
women. 

The ca.se "bordered on the 


I'rankenstein syndrome," said Dr. 
John Marks, the former chainnan of 
the British Medical Association’s 
ethics committee. He added that the 
woman would be 69 when her chil- 
dren were to years old. 

The woman’s birth was reported 
Mondoy-by British newspapers, She 
was turned down for fertility treat- 
ment by the ethics commiltee, which 
ruled she was too old for^he emo- 
tional strain of pregnancy. The Sun 
newspaper said. 

But she rcfu.sed lo give up and con- 
sulted an Italian doctor who special- 


izes in helping women who have 
gone through menopause have chil- 
dren. 

Dr. Severino Antinori runs a pri- 
vate clinic in Rome and had helped 
.35 woman aged 48 lo 55 to become 
mothers. He told her (here was a 25 
percent chance of success. The Sun 
.said. 

The woman became pregnant at the 
age of 58 when eggs donated by an 
Italian woman in her 20s were fertil- 
ized by her husband’s sperm and im- 
planted in her. 

The Sun said the case is similar to 


that of Mary Shearing, who was 53 
years old when she gave birth to 
twins in Anaheim. Calif., on Nov, 10. 
1992. 

Test-tube pregnancies for older 
women have raised several .social and 
medical questions, including if such 
procedures arc fair to the children; if 
they are the best use of limited medi- 
cal resources; and if they pose too 
high a risk to older women.

Medicare looks for way to lower HMO costs 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In a test 
case for health care reform, the 
Clinton administration is racing to 
End a way to stop losing money on 
Medicare patients who enroll in 
' health maintenance organizations. 

“Our sy.stcm for paying HMOs is 
just wildly inadequate,” Bruce 
Vladcck, head of the Health Care 
Financing Administration that runs 
, Medicare and who helped create 

• President Clinton’s reform package, 
said Montlay. 

"Wc think it’s technically harder

it," Vladcck added. , 

HMOs arc supposed to save 
money by charging a flat fee for a 
' year’s worth of health care. But 

• Medicare pays 5.7 percent more for 
HMOs than it would cost to pay the 

.^patients’ doctors directly,' according 

• to a four-year, HCFA-funded study. 

The reason: The fiat fee is close to 


the amount Medicare pays for aver- 
age recipients, even though those 
who enroll in HMOs tend to be 
healthier and thus use fewer ser- 
vices. 

Any health care reform plan, 
including Clinton's proposed HMO- 
stylc, large health alliances, must 
carefully adjust payment rates to 
reflect the actual services used if it is 
to save money, said the study's 
author, Randall Brown. 

"Some people think HMOs arc the 
panacea, and. our results say no, it 
cosu money to save money," Brown - 
said. “You have to set the payment 
rate right, ... Otherwise you have 
chaos." 

The study prompted Vladcck lo 
announce that Medicare won't pro- 
mote HMOs'for its patients until he 
finds a better way of paying for it.' 
probably not before 1995. 

"We're pulling out all the slops” 


to find that method, Vladcck said. 

On Saturday. 10 HMOs that serve 
Medicare patients in five cities will 
begin offering alternate payment 
plans. One follows Brown’s sugges- 
tion that HCFA adjust its payments 
to reflect the lower incidence of such 
costly diseases as cancer, heart dis- 
ease and stroke among its HMO 
patients. 

The cities are Rochester, N.Y.; 
Minneapolis; St. Paul. Minn.; 
Seattle; and Portland, Ore. 

Clinton’s legislation calls for poli- 
cymakers to find new. cost-saving 
payment methods for managed care. 
Whatever method works for 
Medicare, whose elderly patients 
need more care than the general pop- 
ulation, would work for the nation, 
Vladcck said. 

"There’s no question we wiirdo 
belter," he said. "The only question 
is how long it takes us.”- 


Mcdicarc began allowing its bene- 
ficiaries to enroll in HMOs a decade 
ago, saying (he plans should cost 5 
percent less than the traditional fee- 
for-servicc method and improve 
quality of care. 

Brown’s study agreed the HMOs 
provided good care; the .savings just 
weren't there. 

Currently. Medicare determines its 
HMO payments by calculating the 
past year’s expenditures, adjusting 
for each county's rank in those pay- 
ments and then adjusting for the age 
and sex of cnrollees. 

That method underpays HMOs in 
some parts of the country and over- 
pays others, said Charles Stellar, 
president of the 500-mcmbcr trade 
group American Managed Care and 
Review Association.

Research finds drug addiction gene 

AUSTIN. Texas — Two researchers who discov- 
ered the first gene pattern common to severe alco- 
holics say they have found a common genetic pattern 
in cocaine addicts. 

Their study lends further credence to the belief that 
drug abuse is more a matter of heredity than of val- 
ues, said researchers Kenneth Blum and Ernest No- 
ble. 

Blum is n professor of pharmacology at the Uni- 
versity of Texas Health Science Center in San Anto- 
nio. Noble is a professor of alcohol studies at UCLA. 
The two discovered the gene pattern common to al- 
rcoholics-in-l990. 

Their latest study, published in the journal Drug 
and Alcohol Dependence, found the gene pattern/ 
called the A I allele in 50.9 percent of 53 Los Ange- 
les cocaine addicts but in only 16 percent of 100 non- 
addicicd control subjects. 

Castro.to let granddaughter leave 

MEXICO CITY — Cuban President Fidel Castro 
has agrepd to let his granddaughter join her mother in 
exile in the United States if the girl's relatives in 
Cuba agree, the Rev. Jesse Jackson said Monday. 

Jockson made the announcement during a news 
conference in Havana in which he accused the U.S. 
economic embargo against Cuba of causing malnutri- 
tion and increasing political restrictions on the com- 
munist island. 

Castro’s daughter, Alina Fernandez Rcvucita, 
turned up in Atlanta lost week aficr winning asylum 
in the United States. Shc'askcd that her 16-ycar-old 
daughter be granted permission to join her. 

Car-bus collision in Brazil kills 41 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil — A sports car driver 
on the road known as the "highway of death” lost his 
life and took those of 40 others Monday when he 
tried to pass on a curve, slammed into a bus and both 
vehicles plunged down a 30-foot embankment. 

Another 84 people were injured in the country’s 


worst road accident of 1993.

The bus swerved off the 
road, pushing the car ahead of it as they careened 
down the slope.

WASHINGTON — Strobe Talbott, who has 
helped shape U.S. policy on Russia for President 
Clinton, his former Oxford roommate, will be pamed 
the No. 2 officiarat the State Department, U.S. offi- 
cials said Monday night.

Since last April, Talbott has been ambassador at 
large to Russia and the other states of the former So- 
viet Union. 

As deputy secretary of state — a post subject to 
Senate confirmation — Talbott would be given an 
even larger role in helping to shape foreign policy. 

Secretary of State Warren Christopher is to an- 
nounce Talbott’s selection at a news conference to- 
day in Los Angeles, said the officials.

Phillips’ earlier research using 
jCalifomia death certificates showed 
that obvious suicides peak during 
those ages. More suicides are 
recorded among people at symbolic 
ages than would be expected if peo- 
ple were equally likely to kill them- 
iselves at any age.

Lottery hasn’t become 
magic bullet for schools 


WluU if you iiad gone to the county 
assessor’s oftlcc earlier this montii to 
pay your taxes, only to find that just 
one-fourth of the money was actually 
being used to teach your kids, keep the 
courthouse light.s on and pay the bu- 
reaucrats? 

The rest would go to a promotional 
campaign to get other taxpayers to 
pony up, and to a series of incentives to 
entice them to do so. 

Is this any way to run government? 

It is at the Idaho Lottery Commis- 
sion. 

The Tiivcs-Ncws reported earlier this 
week that just 26. 1 percent of the mon- 
ey that Magic Valley residents spent on 
Lottery tickets in 1992 came back in 
the form of direct a.ssistance to Magic 
Valley schools and colleges. 

And in some smaller counties, the 
percentage was far worse. 

Blaine County residents, for exam- 
ple, bought S3. 1 million worth of Lot- 
tery tickets last year. Blaine County 
schools got $255,900 back. 

That's a minus-92 percent return on 
investment. Consequently the Lottery 
money makes tip an insignificant frac- 
tion of the Blaine County School Dis- 
trict budget. 

While it's true that the Lottery is a 
model of administrative efficiency and 
a cash cow to boot, it hasn't lived up to 
the lavish expectations of those who 
supported establishing it in 1988.

schools. Now, iliough, too little Lottery 
money is being pumped into the 
schools to significantly raise education- 
al quality. The Lottery provides just 
enough to make schools dependent 
upon it. I 

Worse, the widespread perception 
that the Lottery enriches Idaho educa- 
tion has made it harder for school dis- 
tricts to raise money through bond is- 
sues and overrides. 

The simple fact is that the Lottery has 
been, primarily, good for the Lottery. 

In four years, it has collected S227 
million in ticket sales. From that, 
S 1 1 7.5 million, or 5 1 .8 percent, went to 
prize money. Some S60.5 million, or 
26.6 percent, went to the schools. 

Sixty million is a considerable 
amount, but at that rate it’ll take more 
than 450 years to come up with the S7 
billion that Idaho is estimated to need 
for school consuxictton. 

Five years into the Lottery, the hard 
truth is that there are still no shortcuts 
to education funding, How much Ida- 
hoans spend on their schools still de- 
pends almost completely on how much 
Idahoans wish to be taxed. 

And if the Lottery is here to stay, so 
is the myth that we Idahoans have suc- 
ceeded in wishing our way out of tough 
decisions. 

There are no magic bullets, and both 
the governor and the Loiteiy Commis- 
sion should stop selling the Lottc^ as

Bob Levey, a local Wo.shington, D.C., radio 
talk show host, tried his best to defend President 
Clinton against charges by two Arkansas state 
troopers that they helped him arrange clandes- 
tine sexual encounters and then assisted in con- 
cealing them until the day he left Little Rock for 
his Inauguration. 

On his program early in the week, Levey dc- 
■ frounced the troopers and their motives tor com- 
ing forward to talk to The American Spectator 
and the networks. "They’re writing a book," he 
said (though no contracts have been signed). 
“Why didn’t they say something earlier ifiheir 
motivation was anything other than financial?" 

After a lengthy monologue in which he stated 
flatly that the stoiy is a lie and that nothing hap- 
pened, Levey invited calls to the station’s com- 
puterized survey lines. Listeners called the 
“yes" number ifihey believed the stories about 
Clinton and the "no" number if they did not. 

-in one hour, the station recorded 8 1 8 calls 
from listeners affirming tltcir belief in the troop- 
ers and 368 who did not believe them. A station 
employee told me so many calls were coming 
into the “yes" line that they rolled over to other 
numbers and were not counted as yes votes. So, 
she said, the number of"yescs".wos probably 
much higher than 8 1 8. 

Levey said too many of us arc "voyeurs," and 
that's why we like these stories. But the Ameri- 
can people ore not stupid about these things. 
They don't need iron-clad evidence to sense 
that something is amiss. Voters were worried 
about character questions during the campaign, 
manifested in the debate over Clinton’s draft 
record, his sex life and Jipqucnt shading of the 



Enough-voters took a— 


chance with Clinton to elect him, but many now 
appear to be rethinking their position. 

Clinton defenders, like Levey, ask for corrob- 
orating evidence, such os public statements by 
the women allegedly involved. Their silence is 
taken as proofthcre is nothing to the troopers' 
stories. But it isn’t easy to challenge the power 
of a President or presidential candidate. Jobs 
con be lost; careers damaged or ruined. 

It isn't just the sex, as bod as that is for Clin- 
ton and his family if it is true. Adultery is not an 
impcoctuble offense. But personal immorality ' 
is bound id spill over into other areas of public 
behavior. That is why we are hearing serious 
questions raised aboul'possibic cover-ups and 
stonewalling in the Madison Guaranty Savings 
& Loon mess in Little Rock, Ark., on institution 
allegedly used as a “private piggybank" by 
Gov. Clinton and his friends to underwrite cam- 
paign costs and for personal loons, some of 
them allegedly not repaid. 

A New York Times editorial gets to the heart 
of the matter “This is a man who rode into 
Washington on a pledge to end politics as usual, 
and every time the White House dodges in- 
quiries about the old days in Arkansas, reason- 
able people begin to wonder about a cover-up 


and Mr. Clinton’s sincerity." 

Reasonable people wonder about these 
things, not just right-wing wockos. 

President Clinton likes to compare himself to 
John F. Kennedy. Leaving the similarities in 
their sexual behavior aside, he may soon be 
compared to Richard Nixon, whose main prob-

This is the potential danger for Bill Clinton. 

As charges mount, the tendency is to circle the 
wagons and rely on those closest to the Presi- 
dent to protect him. Nixon’s closest aides be- 
lieved they were safe as long as the Justice De- 
partment was staffed with their allies. 

One of those aides, Special Counsel Charles 
Colson, told me: "We thought ourselves invul- 
nerable as long as we had John Mitchell or 
Richard Kieindienst Jn our Justice Department.

Kcnnedy-aciivist Archibald Cox (special pro^ 
cutor) that the roof caved in. Before that we 1 
knew that no one in-housc would blow the 
whistle." 

All the more reason why principled Republi- 
cans and Democrats in Congress should call for 
an independent prosecutor and/or cong^ional 
hearing (so for denied by House Boring 
Chairman Henry Gonzalez) to pursue the grow- 
ing pile of allegations about President Clinton’s 
doings with Madison Guaranty S&L. That is 
the least required to clear the air.

SARAJEVO, Bosnia'Herzegovina — Ignoring a U.N. appeal 
for a holiday truce, Serb gunners poured artillery shells into frigid 
Sarajevo, killing at least seven people and wounding 58 Monday.

cially bombardments, which are useless for political os well as 
military means, but tragic” in human terms. 

But Serb forces surrounding Sarajevo intensified fire on the 
front lines held by troops of Bosnia’s Muslim-dominated govern- 
ment and on civilian targets in Vogosca, a northern suburb. Other 
parts of the capital, including the city center, also were hit by 
artillery and sniper fire, Bosnian radio said. 


Hijackers distribute food to poor 


MANILA, Philippines — Communist rebels hijacked a truck 
full of rice at gunpoint Monday and distributed the contents to 
poor families in Manila, police said. 

Maj. Rodolfo Rival said seven armed men, who said they were 
from the Alex Boncayao Brigade, flagged down the driver of the 
truck and forced him to drive to the city's garbage dump, \l'herc 
thousands of squatters live. 

The rebels distributed the 500 sacks of rice to hundreds of 
squatters, who swarmed around the vehicle. The rebels then left, 
and when police came to investigate, the squatters refused to 
cooperate. 


Egyptian militants bomb tour bus 


CAIRO, Egypt — Suspected Muslim militants, renewing their 
campaign against Western tourists in Egypt, threw bombs at a tour 
bus on Monday and wounded 16 people. 

Eight of those injured were visitors from Austria. The eight others 
were Egyptian bystanders, who increasingly have been caught up in 
the violence. 

Witnesses said two teen-agers threw two bombs at the bus at 
about 8:30 a.m. as it headed for the Coptic Hanging Church, a popu- 
lar tourist site. The men opened fire with 9 mm pistols, shouting to 
people to “keep away.” 


Vandals hit Dietrich’s Berlin grave 


BERLIN — Vandals desecrated the grave of movie star Marlene 
Dietrich with feces and painted “Slut in Fur” in German on the 
headstone, police said. 

Dietrich died May 6, 1992, in Paris at age 90 and was buried ut 
Berlin's Fridenau Cemetery at her wish. Monday was her birthday. 
The movie star turned her back on Nazi Germany in the 1930s 

they fought her rountrymen. Many Germans branded her a traitor. 

The grave was found desecrated on Sunday. Police said they did 
not know when the damage was done and had no suspects.

The widow of former strongman Ferdinand Marcos said in a 
petition that she wanted to travel next week to China and remain 
there until February. 

Mrs. Marcos was convicted of corruption last September and 
sentenced to 18 to 24 years imprisonment. She is free while the 
cose is appealed.

Shells rain dovm on Bosnian capital l' 


MOSCOW (AP) — Four kidnap- 
pers apparently tossed handfuls of 
$100 bills from a commandeered 
helicopter before making a futile 
attempt to flee on foot through 
snowy mountains with millions of 
dollam stuffed in duffel bags. 

“1 guess it was too much for them 
to carry and still run through (he 
mountains,” police Col. Yuri 
Reshetnik said after police and elite 
commandos caught up with the gun- 
men early Monday. 

. Their capture ended a four-day 
drama (hat began with the seizure of 
a dozen teen-agers at a school 
Thursday and saw the kidnappers 
hopscotch^across southern Russia 
with hostages in a helicopter rigged 
with explosives. 

The events gripped the attention 
of Russians, many of whom arc 
angry over an alarming rise in 
organied crime and lawlessness that 
has accompanied the transition to 
capitalism from communism. 

If convicted, the kidnappers could 
face the death penalty. 

Their last five hostages were 
released in good condition Sunday 
night, and freed teen-agers were 
reunited with their parents in the 
southern city of Rostov-on-Don. 
Two 15-ycor-old boys who were 
among the last hostages whiled

The 36th “Texas” infantry Division 
had suffered 1,200 ca.sualtics in the 
December 1943 fight to take San 
Pietro, of which 150 were dead and 
another 250 were missing. 

The depleted infantry regiments 
tried to push beyond San Pietro to 
take the next village. Son Vittore, two 
miles up the road. 'Die 141st Infantry 
Regiment cleared the high ground of 
Monte Sammucro overlooking San 
Vittore, but the Germans drove back 
the reinforced rifle company sent to 
take the village itself on Dec. 29.

There’s an old saying that money doesn’t 
solve your problems, it just gives you new 
ones. The 1994 Idaho Lcgistulurc will test the 
truth of that statement. 

For the first time in several years, lawmak- 
ers will not find a budget sliortfull when they 
hit Boise, but instead a hefiy surplus - §75 
million by some estimates - waiting to be 
spent 

There'll be no shortage of suggestions on 
how to spend the surplus. As Senate Majority 
Leader Joyce McRobcrts of Twin Falls re- 
marked last week, "I’m sure all the money 
has already been spent 105 different ways.” 

Tax receipts arc running far ahead of ex- 
pectations. Tlic 1993 Legislature set a $1,085 
billion General Fund budget for the 1994 fis- 
cal year, which ends June 30, 1994. Howev- 
er, Gov. Cecil Andrus' economists are pro- 
jecting total revenues of at least $1,133 bil- 
lion for fiscal 1994, and tax receipts for the 
first four months of the fiscal year were SI4.6 
million ahead of those projections. 

Those figures don't include the $1 1 million 
surplus ba^cd at the end of the 1993 budget 
year. 


, Administration economists ore projecting 
that fiscal 1995 revenues' will be in the 
neighborhood of SI-.25 billion. That would 
be an increase of more than $168 million 
over the fiscal 1994 revenue estimate. 

' So, what will legislators do with all that 
cash? Probably what they usually do: Spend 
sornc of it on onc-iime construction projects, 
but earmark most of it for public schools, 
colleges and universities, health and (he 
prison system. 

First things Hrst 

The first priority will be spending down 
the surplus, said state Rep. Maxine Bell, R- 
Jerome, who sits on the joint House-Senate 
budget committee. 

The Medicaid program, which perennially 
outstrips its appropriation, will need on extra 
$12 million or so. The county catastrophic 
fund, which ran out of money two months 
ago after the Legislature and Andrus failed 
to agree on a way to fund it. will need obout 
S4.S million to pay its fiscal 1994 bills. And 
the Cotreciion Department has asked for an 
extra $2.2 million to pay for housing Ida- 
ho’s bulging prison population. 

Add a few smaller requests, and you have 
about $20 million in supplemental appropri- 


ations. That leaves S5S million or .so to 
s|)vlld. 

- Bcll'say.5' ihere*':t"a'broad"conscnsus- 
among budget writers and legislative leaders 
to fund four long-delayed building projects 
at Idaho colleges and universities, including 
the College of Southern Idaho's $5.3 million 
library ond academic development center.

The fate of the remaining $36 million. 
Bell said, "is anybody’s guess.” 

State Sen. Dean Cameron, who al.so sits 
on the budget committee, said he’d ju.st us 
soon put the money into the sialc'.s $30 mil- 
lion "rainy day fund.” But the Rupert Re- 
publican acknowledged that, while some of 
the surplus probably will be socked away in 
the rainy day fund, the urge to spend most 
of it probably will win in the end. 

With a lawsuit accusing them of systemat- 
ically shortchanging public schools hanging 
over their heads, budget-writers likely will 
direct some of the surplus money to schools. 

State Rep. Ron Black. R-Twin Falls, has 
.suggested giving teachers, a one-time bonus. 
Stale Rep. Mark Stubbs, also R-Twin Falls, 
raised the idea of a high-technology grant 
program. 


The only near-certainty is that the surplus 
money won't be spent on ongoing programs, 
suchasboosting teacliersalaries. 

"We'd be foolish to assume that the dou-“ ’ 
bic-digit growth we're seeing now will be 
continued in the future," Cameron said. “My 
feeling is, we kind of have to hedge our bets 
on tlte future, and prepare for when we don’t 
have that kind of revenue coming in."

Tltc biggest question facing budget writers 
when they sit down to plan next fiscal year’s 
spending, as it is almost every year, is "How 
much shall we give the schools?" 

Historically, public-school support con- 
sumed just over half the state’s General 
Fund. But the schools' share has slipped be- 
low 50 percent in recent years, and teachers, 
administrators and school-board members 
alike have cried foul. 

Those groups, gathered in what has come 
to be known as the "Education Coalition,” 
have asked for a $95.5 million boost in 
school spending, to $623.5 million. Ordinari- 
ly. legislators would dismiss such a large in- 
crease out of hand. But not this year.

Twin Falls city, county 
debate E911 particulars

TWIN FALLS - Monday’s City Council 
work session evolved into a debate over the 
logistics and legality of a three-year project 
to provide compuicr-uided emergcncy-dis- 
patch service to four Magic Volley coun- 
ties. 

City officials soy they are reluctant to 
press forword with construction of a re- 
gional emergency-dispatch center in 
Jerome. 

"I’m sure all of us thought ihrcc' ycnrs 
ago that this was going to be a simple is- 
sue,” said Mayor Howard Allen. However, 
the city has an obligation to its taxpayers to 
ensure that a contract is valid and proper. 
Allen said. 

Cou ncilman Art Frantz reiterated his 

concerns about’ ihTlcgalily oniie' bidding- 
process. 

Lost week, Frantz was the sole member 
of the four-county board to oppose the 
signing of a $942,000 contract with Boise- 
based Sundance Construction Management 
to build an emcrgcncy-dispatch center in 
Jerome. 

Frantz also is the only city representative 
on the “cnhanced-9! 1” board of commis- 
sioners from Gooding, Jerome, Lincoln and 
Twin Falls counties. 

Frantz’s concerns may be justified, said 
City Attorney Fritz Wonderlich. 

Wondcriich cited state code.s that require 
counties to approve the "lowest responsible 
bidder” on contracts for the construction of 
public buildings. 

In .August, the E91I board received two 
bids for the Jerome facility - each over 
S1.2 million. Project costs, however, had 
been estimated by engineers at about 
$780,000. 

Twin Falls County commissioner and 
E911 Chairman Marvin Hcmpleman said 
the board tried to haggle with the two origi- 
nal bidders. 


"That was totally not successful at all," 
Hempicman said. 

The board agreed to negotiate with Sun- 
dance after obuiining legal opinions from at 
least two county prosecuting attorneys, he 
said. 

Commissioners Jim Fraley ond Norma 
Blass agreed with Hempicman that Twin 
Falls still needs to support the regional con- 
cept. 

"1 wish their questions had come earlier," 
Blass said. "It’s easy to second-guess now.” 

Outgoing Councilman Jim Vickers said 
the City Council needs to undersiund how 
the E91 1 board got to where it is now. 
Vickers served as the city's representative 
on the E91I board from December 1992' 
until November 1993.

After 3 wins> Patriots 
coach sees work ahead 


Saints can^t^ut-bFakes on sMd 


, FOXBORO, Mass. (AP) — All 
of a sudden, New England coach 
Bill Parcells finds himself having 
to temper the enthusiasm of fans 
,who have known losing for so 
.long that a three-game winning 
' stre^ is cause for euphoria. 

While Parcells is pleased with 
the development of his team, 
whose 38-0 defeat of inept 
Indianapolis on Sunday was its 
.biggest diargin of victory in 14 
seosons,>he sees plenty of room for 
. improvement. 

Fans calling in to Boston radio 
talk shows Monday gushed about 
the Patriots — who had a seven- 
gome losing streak before consec- 
utive wins over Cincinnati, 
Cleveland and the Colls — mak- 
ing the playoffs next season. 

“I think the demise of a team or 
the ascension of a team are both 
accelerated percentage-wise before 
they should be,” Parcells said. 
“I’m just happy we played solid.” 

Parcells .basked in the afterglow 
i of his team’s domination of the 
Colts, but did not get carried away 
with praise for the players: 

> * On rookie (juartetback Drew 
Bledsoe: “I think he’s coming 
along, but he's got a long way to 
' go, a LONG way to go, probably a 
lot farther than he thinks. He’s cer- 
tainly managing the team a lot bel- 
ter, but by osmosis you should be 
able to do that.” 

* On his offensive line, which 
has allowed just 23 sacks this 
year: “They're a little less than 
perfect now. This line is turning 
into a pretty decent line, but 
there's a lot of room for improve- 
ment." 

* On the laic-season winning 
streak giving the team confidence, 
for next year: "It only carries over 


if we upgrade in the offseason, if 
wc draft well, if we moke a com- 
mitment to the off-season pro- 
gram. We still need to do a lot of 
things correctly within the organi- 
zation." 

The thing that made Parcells 
happiest about Sunday's win was 
the performance of several 
younger players — such as Corey 
Croom, a rookie running back who 
had 93 yardsoniLcarrics.^ 

He also singled out widc receiv- 
er Vincent Brisby, who called a 
lime out with seconds remaining 
in the first half instead of celebrat- 
ing what appeared to be a touch- 
down by light end Ben Coates. 
The officials evenltially ruled it 
was not a touchdown, but the 
Patriots had enough time to score 
on the next play. 

“I want a team that's, smart," 
Pdrcells said. “If you're a smart 
team, you win a lot mure games 
than if you're a dumb team.” 

The coach said the most impor- 
tant aspect of winning is that it's a 
payoff for players who have 
worked hard and had nothing more 
than a few close los.ses to .show for 
it until the last three weeks. 

“Whenever you have a new 
group, somehow you have to con- 
vince them that you have a plan 
and that eventually something's 
going to work out for them," said 
Parcells, who is completing his 
first year as the Patriots' coach. 
“Eventually, it’s nice to see some 
things go well. I think it's done us 
a lot of good." 

And with only Sunday's home 
game against Miami left, the win- 
ning has made the 1993 season 
seem too short for Parcells. 

“I kind of wish we had a little 
further to go,” he said. 


, NEW ORLEANS (AP) — How far 
will the New Orleans Saints have fall- 
en if they fail to make the playoffs? 

So for they would be only the third 
team since the 1970 AFC-NFC 
realignment to start 5-0 or belter and 
fail to play in the postseason. 

“It’s been pretty hard to do since 
they added the wild cards,” John 
Chymezuk, a researcher at Elias 
Sports Bureau in New York, said 
Monday.

In 1974, the Patriots opened 5-0, 
notching victories over Miami, the 
Giants, the Rams, Baltimore and the 
Jets, thcri lost seven of the next nine 
to finish 7-7 and tied for third in the 
AFC East. 

In 1978 the Redskins beat Patriots, 
Eagles, Cardinals, Jets, Cowboys and 
the Lions only to finish 8-8 and in 
third place in the conference. 

The Saints’ 37-26 loss to 
Philadelphia on Sunday dropped them 
to 7-8. A victory could have almost 
wrapped up the franchise's fourth 
straight playoff appearance. 

"We're not playing v'c>y well,” 
coach Jim Mora said Monday. 
"We're just not and I could gel into a 
lot of reasons, but I’m not going to 
now. We're not as good a football 
team as wc were a year ago or two 
years ago. That's obvious by the 
scores and the results."

Ford will take bigger role in weakened Mazda 


The Associated Press 

TOKYO — Weakened by Japan's recession 
and the resurgent Big Three automakers, Maz- 
da Motor Corp. sought management help from 
•■Ford'MotorCorMonday: — 

The move reflects a reversal of fortune in 
the intensely competitive automaking indus- 
try- 

Ford, which has held a minority stake in 
Mazda for 14 years and once took lessons 
from Mazda’s management, will take a bigger 
hand in operating Mazda by appointing a vice 
president and other officials, There was some 
speculation that Ford eventually could in- 
crease its 24. S percent interest. 

The decision comes against a backdrop of 
rising trouble in Japan’s once pre-eminent au- 
tomotive industry, where the news nowadays 
is stagnant sales, layoffs, production cutbacks 
and plummeting profits — similar to the pain 
that the U.S. automotive industry endured 
through much of the 1970s and 80s. 

Detroit, meanwhile, is in the midst of a re- 


naissance, helped partly by the high prices of 
Japanese cars in the United States and the 
Americans' own record of improving reliabili- 
ty and quality. Success stories range from 
Ford's Explorer four-wheel drive to Chryslcr’s 
sleek LH sedans, 

Although American cars have yet to achieve' 
any significant sales in Japan, sales of U.S. ve- 
hicles in the United States have been increas- 
ing at double-digit percentage rates. The Unit- 
ed States is expected to overtake Japan this 
year as the world's biggest vehicle producer 
for the first time in 13 years, 

Mazda, which produces cors like the 626 
sedan. Protege compact and MX-5 Miata 
sportscar, expects to lose 32 billion yen or 
S2S8 million this fiscal year, compared to a 
profit of 2.6 billion yen lo.st year. It is forgoing 
a dividend for the first time since its stock was 
listed in 1949. • ^ 

"Mazda has been going through some very 
difficult timc.s. the red ink continues to spread 
and deepen." said Chris Cedergren, an analyst 
ut the AuioPacific Group, a consulting and re- 


search firm in Thousand Oaks, Calif. “Ford 
wants to gomorc involved so it can Relp 
Mazda weather the storm." 

Cedergren called Ford’s increased involve- 
ment a "situation where Ford is helping from a 
management standpoint, maybe from a watch- 
"dogTTandpomtioo-Who-imowsrthis-mighf 
even lead to on increased equity stake." 

Mozibd^sident Yoshihiro Wada said the 
agrco^l^with Ford would improve long- 
term cooperation between them in develop- 
ment and production of cars. I 

"It’s not just for the benefit of one side. It 
will takb better advantage of the strengths of 
both companies," he told a news conference. 

Under the new arrangement, Ford will in- 
erease the number of directors it nominates 
fiom four to seven. Four of those seven will be 
given management positions — one os an ex- 
ecutive vice president. 

That will give Ford an extraordinarily influ- 
ential role in Japan’s fourth-lorgcst automaker. 
But for now. Ford said it will not invest any 
more money or boost its equity stake.
